= objective to get the best 
image of the experiment. It can also 
be used as a horizontal photographic 
enlarger, the extendible bellows allow- 
ing for moving the objective to get the 
best image size and preventing any 
stray light from fogging the plate. 


I have not been able to locate the 
maker of ““The Standard Lantern” so 


far, but it is possible that one of our members 
may know. I did locate another identical to 
yours in Ireland in a museum, but they don’t 
know the maker either! 


It probably dates from a little before 1900 and 
was made in England.
